FACULTY NOTES 


PRESIDENT W. H. JOHNS has been elected 
to the Board of the Canadian Universities 
Foundation, Dr. Johns was one of the first 
members of the Foundation when it came into 
existence in 1958 at the 34th Annual Meeting 
of the National Conference of Canadian Uni- 
versities and Colleges held in Edmonton. 
C, U. F. performs the administrative func 
tions of the N.C, C,U.C. and is representa- 
tive of the Universities of Canada. 
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The Founder of the Banff School of Fine Arts, 
DR. E. A. CORBETT, was killed November 
28 at his Toronto home when the shotgun he 
was cleaning accidently discharged. He was 
82. Anative of Truro, Nova Scotia, he was 
a graduate of McGill University and Montreal 
Presbyterian College. He joined the Univer- 
sity Department of Extension in 1920 and ser- 
vedas its Director from 1928 to1937 at which 
time he became Director of the Canadian As- 
sociation for Adult Education. He was also 
a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Dominion Drama Festival, He was author ofa 

umber of well known books: McQueen of 


Edmonton; Blackfoot Trails; Canadian Univer - 


sities and Adult Education; Father, God Bless 


Him; Henry Marshall Tory; Sidney Earle 


Smith; and We Have With Us Tonight. 
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One of the first teachers at the University of 
Alberta Medical School, DR. A, F, ANDER- 
SON, died December 5 in Edmonton at the 
age of 86. Dr. Anderson served as Superin- 
tendent of the Royal Alexandra Hospital from 
1928 to 1948. He was an ardent curler and 
served as President of the Dominion and Al- 
berta Curling Associations. He is survived 
by ason, DR. WALTER 8S, ANDERSON, who 
is Professor of Surgery at this University. 
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DR. L.F.L, CLEGG, Head of the Depart- 
ment of Dairy and Food Science, has been 
elected Fellow of the Institute of Biology in 
London, This is a relatively new institute, 
similar to the Institute of Chemistry. 
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In The Folio, Vol. 5, the name of DR. H. B. 
COLLIER was omitted when referring to his 
transfer from Biochemistry to Pathology. 
This transfer was approved by the Board of 
Governors and is now in effect.

MR. ROBERT A. WILLSON of Minneapolis 
has been appointed to the position of Dean of 
the Banff School of Advanced Management to 
succeed DR. EARL D. MACPHEE, who will 
retire from this post May 31, 1965. 


Mr. Willson is a native of Toronto with broad 
experience in both business and academic life. 
His business experience was gained in the 
fields of Personnel Management and Indus- 
trial Relations with Lever Brothers Ltd., 
Massey-Ferguson, Studebaker of Canada, 
General Foods, and the Government of Cana- 
da. Since 1961 he has maintained a consul- 
ting practice with offices in Toronto and Min- 
neapolis and since April, 1963 he has been 
Assistant to the Dean of the Graduate School 
of Business Administration, University of 
Minnesota. 


Mr. Willson has lectured extensively in Ca- 
nada and the United States in business plan- 
ning and development and has been a member 
of the teaching staff of the BanffSchool of Ad- 
vanced Management for several years. He 


will commence his new duties on a part time ~ 


basis beginning this month but will not of- 
ficially take over from Dean MacPhee until 
the latter's retirement June 1, 1965. Inad- 
dition to his duties as Dean of the School of 
Advanced Management, Mr. Willson will or- 
ganize the program of short courses and in- 
stitutes in the field of business for the Banff 
Centre for Continuing Education. 


Dr. MacPhee, former Dean of the School of 
Commerce and Business Administration, Uni- 
versity of British Columbia, was one of the 
founders of the Banff School of Advanced Ma- 
nagement in 1952 and has been on its staff 
ever since, He received an honorary degree 


from the University of Alberta in 1957 in re-. 


cognition of his outstanding contributions to 
Canadian business and education. 
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DR, STUART ALTMANN, Assistant Profes- 
sor of Zoology is to be Chairman of a five- 
day International. Symposium and Conference 
on Communication and Social Interactions in 
Primates, December 27 to 31 in Montreal. 
The Symposium is in conjunction with the an- 
nual meeting of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science.

Board of Governors’ Meeting, Dec. 3&4 


At a meeting of the University of Alberta 
Board of Governors on December 3 and 4 the 
following were among those items discussed 
and approved: 


The Department of Fine Arts will be split 
next year intothree new Departments of Dra- 
ma, Music, and Painting and the related arts. 
The decision to split the Department came 
about because of the increase in enrolment 
and because the three Divisions are already 
operating independently except in certain ad- 
ministrative areas, Another consideration 
was that the three disciplines differ so widely 
in their interests and needs that it is difficult 
for one person to speak for the curriculum 
and budget of all three. 


, The program leading to the Ph. D. degree in 
Anatomy has been approved. Other univer- 
sities in Canada which offer this degree are 
British Columbia, McGill, Ottawa, Queens, 
Saskatchewan, Toronto and Western Ontario, 


The appointments of MR. C. O. NICKLE, 
President of C. O. Nickle Publications Ltd. 
in Calgary, and MR. J. E. OBERHOLTZER 
Deputy Minister of Industry and Development 
for the Government of Alberta have been ex- 
tended for 3 years as Alberta representatives 
on the Board of Directors of the Banff School 
of Advanced Management. The next session 
of the Banff School of Advanced Management, 
which is sponsored by the Universities of Al- 
berta, British Columbia, Manitoba, and Sa- 
skatchewan, will be held February 1 to Mar. 
13, 1965; 
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A change in the name of the Department of 
Dairy Science to the Department of Dairy and 
Food Science was approved. The reason for 
changing the name was both to attract to the 
campus people who are urgently needed to 
carry onresearch in food science and todes- 
cribe more fully the two main areas of study 
within the department. There is at present 
little training in Canada in the food sciences, 
apart from the dietician's field, but there is 
a pressing demand for food scientists. Re- 
search now being carried on within the de- 
partment in the food sciences is concerned 
mainly with new methods of processing and 
preserving foods,

The Board ofGovernors has engaged the ser- 
vices of a firm of University consultants, 
Cresap, McCormick and Paget, of New York, 
to advise on the review of the University Act 
now under way. Cresap, McCormick and Pa- 
get have acted as consultants on similar stu- 
dies at the Universities of Harvard, Yale, 
Columbia, California, and many other cam- 
puses, Members of the firm will undertake 
immediately an extensive survey of the or- 
ganizational structure of the University of 
Alberta. They will work closely with the 
Board's Committee to Review the University 
Act, which has been active for the past year 
under the chairmanship of a former Board 
member, the Honorable Mr. Justice Hugh 
John Macdonald.
